THE CRIME 


A lone white male boarded Northwest Orient 
Airlines Flight Number 305 at Portland, Oregon, on 
Novembely _24, 1971. At approximately 3:22 p.m., while 
the flight was en route to Seattle, Washington, he 
indicated to a stewardess that his briefcase contained a 
bomb which would blow up the plane unless his demands were 
met. 


The hijacker demanded $200,000 and four 
parachutes in exchange for the safety of the 36 passengers 
aboard the plane. When the aircraft landed at Seatite, 
Northwest Orient Airlines complied with his instructions. 
After he received the parachutes and money, the hijacker 
allowed all passengers and two of the airline stewardesses 
to deplane,. 


He then ordered the remaining crew members into 
the first-class section of the aircraft and informed them 
he desired to fly to Mexico City. The hijacker instructed 
that the plane procesd in a southerly direction and fly at 
a low altitude and slow speed which enabled the rear door 
of the plane to be opened during the flight.

FBI still hunts for ‘D. B. Cooper’ 


Northwest Orient Airline’s 
flight 305 was enroute from Port- 
Jand to Seattle on the gray after- 
noon of November, 1971. A polite, 
soft-spoken passenger informed a 
stewardess he had a bomb in his 
briefcase, He said he would blow 
up the plane and its 36 passengers 
unless his demands were met. The 
stranger gave his name as Dan 
Cooper, later to be publicized over 
the world as “DB. B. Cooper."* 

There was no argument. When 
the plane landed at Seattle-Taco- 
ma airport, all passengers and 
two stewardesses were allowed to 
get off. Northwest Airlines deliv- 
ered $200,000 and four parachutes, 
and Cooper ordered the rest of the 
crew into the front first class sec- 
tion. He told them he wanted to 
g0 to Mexico City. 

The plane had a rear exit, and 
Cooper’s plans had taken this into 


consideration. He ordered the pilot 
to fly low and at slow speed, then 
retired to the rear of the plane, 

Somewhere between Seattle and 
Reno, Nev., the hijacker disap- 
peared with his parachutes and 
the $200,000. Massive subsequent 
searches failed to find a trace of 
him. 

If anyone sees a man answering 
his description they should notify 
the nearest FBI office. Telephone 
numbers are usually found on the 
inside of the front cover of the 
phone directory, 

Cooper is described as 5-10 to 6 
feet tall, weighing 170 to 180 
pounds, having an olive complex- 
ion and a Latin appearance but no 
foreign accent. His dark hair is 
parted on the left and combed 
back. He is a heavy smoker of 
filter tip cigarettes, and very

Upon cessation of the most recent terrain search in Clark 
County, Washington it is felt that the following comments are 
pertinent since they come from one individual who has partice 
ipated in every search operation which have a total time 
expenditure of avproximately 9 weeks. 


the search conducted by the United States Army was the best 
effort which could be exnended considering the number of personnel 
involved, logistic and support problems, weather and terrain 
factors. This is pointed out by one speaking from actual 
experience, intimately acquainted with details of the various 
searches, since there appears to have arisen some question on 
the adequacy of the military searchs 


The searches conducted by Agent personnel were also the best 
effort which could be put forth considering the same problems 
mentioned above, 


The most recent search appears to have been based upon the 
securing of new data which corrected the most logical spot at 
which the hijacker exited from the aircraft, which resulted in 
the moving of what has been referred to in past communications 
as point A, However no concrete information has been developed 
that the parachute of the hijacker did not open and the renewing 
of the séarch of the terrain at new point A appears to have 
been based on mere conjecture that the chute did not in fact 
deploy. 


In view of the above it is respectfully and earnestly 
recommended that absent concrete information concerning the 
hijacker or evidence in this matter being in the searched or 
unseacrhed terrain that no further terrain searches be 
undertaken. It is felt that to do so would result in an 
unwarranted expenditure of agent time and effort and an 
expenditure 6f Bureau funds which is not economical feasible 
or justified,
